Facts About Penny Postage 


England was the first country to 
introduce penny postage for domestic! 
letters. Sir Rowland Hill was the} 
author of the penny-post system, 
which soon spread to,other countries, 
as he was also the ériginator of the | 
money order system and post-office 
savings banks. The uniform rate of 
one penny per letter for half an ounce 
weight was put into effect in 1840. 
Before that time postage rates in Eng- 
land had varied with the distance, ex- 
cept that in in 1839 a trial had been 
given of a uniform rate of four pence 
per letter. Stamped covers were in- 
troduced in 1840, and half-penny post- 
al cards were issued in 1870. Street 
letter boxes were first used in Eng- 


In the United States the post- of- 
fice department was much slower in 
attaining domestic por; or two-cent 
postage. In 1845 the postage rate 
on letters was from five to ten cents. 
according to distance, and it was not 
until 1865 that the rate was reduced j 
to three cents for distances under 
3,000 miles. A uniform thre*-cent 
rate was adopted in 1863, and a two- 
cent rate in 1875 One of the first} 
steps toward an international penny | 
post was taken when the United 
States entered into agreements with 
Canada and Mexico whereby the two- 
cent letter rate was made to apply to 
those countries. Cuba, Panama and 
the city of Shanghai, China. and later 
Great Britain and Germany, now have 
postal conventions with the United 
States providing for a letter rate of 
two cents per ounce, There has 
been a great deal of agitation for a 
one-cent leter rate in the United 
States of late years, but in most re- 
spects the United States lags behind 
Eufopean nations in the matter of 
postal reforms. At the present time 
the postage rate on parcels from any 
point in the United States to Japan 
China, Austria, France, Germany, | 
Great Britain, Sweden and other for- 
eign countries is twelye cents per 
pound while the rate is sixteen cents 
per pound for a parcel mailed and de-

In fly time add n dram of fodo- 
form’ per ounce and the flies. will be 
kept off. A more expensive dusting 
powder for use on sores and wounds 
may be made by mixing together one 
dram of iodoform and seven drams of 
boric acid. This ts good powder to 
use on a wound of the hoof head 
(coronet; Such wounds should not be 
stitched. Cleanse them, clip away the 
halr, dust freely with the powder, then 
cover with cotton batting or absorbent 
cotton dnd bandage snugly. Renew 
the dressing once daily. If there ts a 
big wound and a flap of skin a callous 
bunch ts likely to remain when the 
wound bus benled. This can ‘be lurge- | 
ly prevented by placing-a. fat wad of 
oakum over the first turn or two of 
the bandage immediately upon the fap 
and wound and then bandaging tight- 
ly to cause pressure upon the part.

SOLD AT MARAKESH. 


Traffic Which Will Be Stopped by the 
- Franch th Morocco Is One of the 
Last Relics of Barbarism Which 
the Powers Have Not Succeeded In 


Supprossing—Auction Is Opened 
With Prayer. 


8. L. Tongusan stl to The Lon. 
don Daily Mirror, regarding the slave 
trade in Morocco, says: 

As sxon_ 3 the tricolor is. hoisted 
Permanently over Marakesh, the 
Southern capital of the Moorish Em- 

ire, the French will put an end to 
he operations of the slave market, 
which is gg I the largest in Africu. 

It has been fed for centuries by the 
caravan traffic that camo from Tim. 
buctoo and the banks of the Niger 
across the Sahara desert. These car: 
favang used to leave Marakesh and go 
for a considerable journey. through 
ths Snhara ta a place wher there are 
great salt deposits. There the camels 
used to be londed with salt, and the 
journey wonld be resume) across the 
lesser 
towns along the Niger, where there is 
an enofmoua demand for salt. It was 
paid for in gold dust, ostrich feathers, 
ani slaves, and these unfortunate 
human beings. many of them of ten- 
der years, were carried back on camels 
across the Snhara under conditions 
that frequently resulted in the death 
of 30 or 40 per cent, 

Bince the French occupied Timbue- 
ton tac value of the slave traffic hus 
dwindled very considerably, but to 
this day a few caravans muanae to 
struggle through. In the great south- 
ern capital there are mai, Kaids who 
own a great number of slaves and sell 
those they do not want; and 1 heard 
when I was in Marakesh some years 
ag» that one or two men ran institu. 
tione on the lines of stud farms and 
used to rear child slaves for the 
market, 

The business jis in the hands of a 

up of auctioneers called dilals. 
hey recei-: the slaves either from 


their owners or from the masters of |, 


the caravans, in which case they are 
given two or three days’ rest and 
some special teeding, and before the 
salea they are dressed in bright and 
uttractive garments, generally of 
calico. which gre only worn during 
th» sale, and must be returned to the 
auctioneers by the purchasers. 

When I wat in Marakesh about ten 
or twelve of these men were engaged 
in the sale of slaves, and each had 
his own enclosure is which the slaves 
he proposed to sell were herded. The 
markets are held two or three times 
a week. 

Before the sale 
fapecd ee in te pea on 
2@! of the sen c- 
Hebel Xatred up eee aloud. He 
called upon the patron saint ,of the 
city to bless those who bought and 
those who sold the slaves, and his 
utterances, which did not err on the 
side of brevity, were met with a fre- 
quent rezponse, not only from his 
brother auctioneers but from the 
assembled buyers. As soon as the 
prayer was over each auctioneer hur- 
ried to his pen, sorted out his slaves, 
ur? ‘ed them slowly round the raarket 
while the intending buvers scanned

The children 
were clearly trightened, some of them 
clinging argent | to their mothers 
aud needing foree before they could 
Le separated, while a few who were 
snepected vf having an untractable 
d'sposition were led through the mar: 
ket with their arms tied behind their 
backs. Sometimes two unruly elaves 
are tied tovether.

The First Knitting Machine. 

Historic mention of hand knitting 
| is first found in the books of the time 
of Queen Elizabeth, though it is 
known that it was one of the arts of | 
the Pompeians.
